announcing that the fire was rapidly spreading. 
The China Fire Insurance Company, Limited, 
was one of the first to receive cable news, the 
telegram despatched to the firm from Amoy- 
treading, ‘“Large’ firetriginated-Chrinese town, 
Most foreign honys threatened.” .Other .news 
gradually. leaked ‘cut, and’ from inquiries 
made by representatives of the Mongkoug 
Telegraph it was’ teamed that the extensive 
‘premises of Messrs. Dotiglas Capraik and Co, 
had been totally destroyed along with many 
other for-ign hongs. In fact, the whole city 
was regarded as doomed, and as a stiff breeze 
is reported to Le bloving itis not un- 
likely that such a disuster is imimin- 
ent. Ths fire originated in the densely 
crowded inland portion of the city, and by 
reuson of the narcow streets with their small 
shops, stored with much inflammable guods, 
the flames soared from street to strect and, at 
latest advises, had razed to .the " ground 
upwards of twenty thoroughfares. Nothing 
could stop its progress, the bewildered and 
panic stritken natives flying in every diettion, 
The flames quickly spread to the centre of 
the city destroying practically the whale of 
Marine Lots 7, to and a1. 

The premises of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson 
& Co. are situated on Lot No. to, and although 
the firm have not ‘yet received telegraphic in- 
formation we are informed that their repre- 


scalatives in that quarter are evictently await 


ing-facts as tq the estent of- damage prior to 


wiring, Fu.thermore, the premises of Messrs, 


Jardine Matheson & Co. are on the Bund next 
to those of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik from 
which’ they are separated by only a space of 
abaut 1§ to 18 feet. The premises of Messrs. 
‘Douglas Lapraik consisted of a large brick 
and cement building in the rear of which 
are situaled c:tensive godowns roughly stretch: 
ing some So to soo yards at right angles to the 
Bund and penetrating into the Chinese quarter, 
A pouion of these gocdowns was Tet out and 
their contents consisted chiefly of tea anct coal. 
The offices of Messrs Jardine. Matheson 
& Co, are divided intetaally into sections, the 
shipping offices &c. being next to Messrs, 
Douglas Lapraik’s building, the fui.ber half 
being set apat as compradore's offices. 
Extensive godowns iun parallel to those of 
Messrs, Douglas Lapraik for qui. ¢ 300 yards 
and contain extensive merchandise.’ Next to 
the offices of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik are 
those of Messrs. George 1, Macy and Company, 
of the firm of Messrs. Cauter, Macy and 
Company, New York tea merchants. This 
building, which is divided by a space of 
six or cight feet from those of Messis. 
Jardine Matheson, is the largest in 
Amoy, being a huge newly-built structure 
consisting of offices and a tea warehouse com- 
bined. 
Douglas Lapraiks’ js an open space of about 
40 vt 50 yards.” Messrs. Butterfield and Swire 
inform us they have received no wire so con- 
clude.their premises are all right. They are 
situated at-the opposite end of the Bund to 
those of Messrs, Douglas Lapraik. 

Ku Lang Soo Island, the resort of the foreign 


. residents, is siluated.about a quarter of a mile 


from the Bund and is uninjured. It is not like- 
ly that any foreign shipping has been 
damaged. There is no accommodation for. ves- 
selsto lie alongside, and ships would be all clear 
unless burning embers were blown on board, 
Making allowance for this it is highly im- 
probable that any deep water craft has been 


- damaged. 


From inquires made at the principal Chinese 
firms having direct dealings with the’ port of 
Amoy, we learn that several of them are in 
receipt of telegraphic advices from their agents 


"stating thata destructive fire is raging in that 
port. 


Both the European and Chinese firms 
are involved, They roughly estimate that over 
a million dollars’ worth of property is destroyed. 
Late this afternoon the firm of Goh Guan 
Hin received a telegram stating that the firo is 
still raging, and also that so far several lives 
bave been lost. It is feared that the European 
business section of'the town is badly destroyed, 
We are informed that an European, the 
skipper of a ship, has also lost his life. 

The following description of Amoy by ‘De 
W.tiams will doubtless be read with interest: 
—"The island (upon which Amoy is built) 
is about furty milzs in circumference, .and 
contains scores of large villages besides the 
city. The scenery within the bay is picturesque, 
caused partly by the numerous islands 
which define il, surmounted by pagodas or 
tempfes, and partly.by the high’barren- hills 
behind the city. There is an outer and an in- 
ner city, a8 one approaches it, seaward, divided 
by a bight ridge of rocky hil!s haying a for.ified 
wall -ruanifg along the top. .A paved road 


-connects the two, ~The: entire. circuit of; the 
' city and suburbs is about eight miles, contuin- 


ing a population of 300,000, while that of the 
island: is estimated -at-.100,000 - more..

WEST POINT COLLAPSE 
INQUIRY. 
a 

CONTRACTOR COMMITTED 
FOR TRIAL 


GOVERNMENT SLVERELY CENSURED 


The inquiry. into the co'lapse of the kitchen 
of No. 56 First Street, West Point, which oc- 
curred on the 29th July whereby a native was 
fatally injured, was again resumed this morn- 
ing at the Magistracy before Mr. J. H. Kemp. 
The Jury was composed of the following gen- 
tlemen viz, Messis, W. FF. Mua',.C, M. dus 
Remedios and Gustav Rast. 

Mr Goldring (solic tor far Tak Kee. the 
contractor) addressed the jury, and said that it 
was their duty to find out whether, any person 
or persons were guilty of gross and culpable 
negligence, which would amount to the crime 
of manslaughter. He proceeded to quote cases 
bearing on the subject, and said it was the 
duty of the jury to determine who was the 
responsib'e’ man. He contended that practi- 
cally speaking no Public Works Officials made 
any inspection whatever, The question of 
manslaughter was of course a serinus matter 
for them to decide, especially as the contractor 


had taken all precautions'té ensure the safety’ 
of the wall. He wanied the jury to determine 


the following points :--(t) Did the kitchen full 
first or, (2) did:the wall fall first? From the 
evidence, : ‘he was of opinion that the kitchen 
fell first, and was further 
sthe fault lay the door of no one 
“except the PB. W. Das thal’ De- 
partment had not examined the kitchen, and 
made a report on the building, We would 
further ask the jury to recollect that though it 
was pointed out the wall fell first, yet there 
was no proof on that point and besides no 
piers existed. It was, in his opinion, mainly 
owing to the want of capable and available 
hands on’ the pert of the P.W.D. to carry out 
the work, regarding the party wall, nobody 
saw the premises before thé collapse. The 
reason the contractor had for shoring up the 
wall was to ensure safety, and as there was at 
that time a typhoon waining, he futher 
augmented the safety by shoring additional 
sharings. In,his opinion, and he trusted that 
the jury were of the same opinion, the con- 
tractor had done all that could be desired, and 
he thought no culpable negligence rested with 
him. He had taken every precaution. ‘The 
only evidence that showed that the wall in 
question was not properly shored up, was 
that given by those who visited thgt place 
after the collapse. That did not. amount to 
much, and he strongly impressed on thie jury 
that the fault could not be laid on :he shoulder 
of the contractor who had made the place as 
safe as he could.
